Making Appropnations for Current Expenses of Certain Special 
Committees, Appointed in Accordance with House Joint Reso- 
luton Number 2, to Investigate and Report on the Condition, 
Management and Needs of Territorial Institutions and Ex-

Be ıt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona’ 


Section 1. That the sum of five hundred dollars be and the 
same 1s hereby appropriated out of any moneys now 1n the hands 
of the Terntoria] Treasurer, not otherwise appropriated by law, to 
be disbursed by the aforesaid committees as ın their judgment may 
seem best, or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the said committees while 1n the actual discharge 
of the duties required of them under House Joint Resolution No 2 


Sec 2 The Territorial Auditor 1s hereby authonzed and di- 
rected to draw his warrant for the sum named in Section 1 of this

Whereas, By section two (2) of Act fifty-two (52) of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Amzona in the year 1891 pro- 
vided that county treasurers and ex-officio tax collectors of second 
and third class counties should receive a commission on moneys re- 
ceived: by them not to exceed three (3) per cent, said commission 
to be xed by the order of the Boards of Supervisors; and 

Whereas, By Act No. 51 of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Arizona, for the year 1895, known as the Act cdassify- 
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ing counties of the Territory’ and fixing the compensation of the 
county oflicers therein. reclassifying the counties so that some of 
the third class were thereafter known as fifth and sixth class 
counties; and 


Whereas, In the years of 1895 and 1896, by virtue of said section. 
2, Act 52, Acts of 1891, the Boards of Supervisors of the fifth and 
sixth class counties bv order fixed a commisssion of two per cent 
to be paid to their county treasurers and ex-officio tax collectors 
for services of collecting taxes, and paid the same; now, therefore,’ 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


That the acts of the Boards of Supervisors in paying said treas- 
urers for their services as ex-officio tax collectors, and the acts of ' 
said treasurers and ex-officio tax collectors in receiving said money, 
are hereby ratified, legahzed and made valid; and there shall be no 
suit commenced or maintained for the purpose of compelling the. 
refunding of such money to any county or counties, either against , 
such treasurers and ex-officio tax collectors or the members of such 
Boards of Supervisors.

To Legalize the Retention of Pees Received by County pm 
For the Collection of Poll Tax. 


[ Petition and Recommendation. - 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. That the County Assessors of the several counties 
of the Territory of Arizona, and all persons who have performed 
the duties of poll tax collectors in the several counties, 1n. accord- 
ance with Paragraph 2780, Section 104, of the Revised Statutes 
of Arizona, are entitled to deduct the sum of twenty-five cents for 
each. poll dax by him so collected, which sum of twenty-five cents is 
the fee allowed the Assessors and ex-officio collectors of poll tax 
for the collection of such poll tax. 


Sec 2 Thal all fees that have been deducted and received 
by the said Assessors and ex-officio poll tax collectors under and by 
virtue of said Taragraph 2730, prior to the passage of this Act, are 
hereby legalized. and declared to belong to the said Assessors and 
ex-officio poll tax collectors, by whom the same have been received 
as aforesaid.

Every voter may change the place of his residence as recorded 
on said Great Remsicr up to the time of closing same, and no per- 
son shall vote at any clection in any ward except the one in which. 
he shall have lived fer ten days next preceding such election and 
as shown on said Great Register 

Sec. 9. Every person voting or attempting to vote contrary 
to the above provisions or in violation of the provisions of any city 
ordinance passed bv virtue of this Act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than twenty 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars, or be imprisoned in the aty 
jail not less than ten days nor more than twenty-five days, or by

Every traveling merchant, hawker or peddler who shall carry 
a pack and vend wares, goods or merchandise of any kind, shall 
pay a license tax therefor of seventy-five dollars per quarter; ant 
every such traveling merchant, hawker or peddler who shall drive 
or use & wagon, or cause to be driven a wagon, for the purpose of 
vending wines or spiritous liquors, goods or merchandise, shall pay 
a license tax of one hundred dollars per quarter. This license shall 
be ¢ollected in every covniy where said business is carried on, 
and applies to the county in which it is taken out only; provided 
that nothing in this Act shall be construed to apply to the produc- 
tions of this Territory. . 

Sec, 2. All Acts and perts of Acts in conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

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No. 13. AN ACT 
To Provide for a Compulsory School Law. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. Every parent, guardian or other person in the Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, having control of any child or children between 
the ages of eight and iourteen years, shall be required to send 
such child or children to a public school, or private school taught 
by a competent insiruetor, for a period of at least twelve weeks 
in each year, six weeks of which time shall be consecutive; pro- 
vided, that such parent, guardian or other person having control 
of such child or children shel] be excused from such duty by the 
school board of the district whenever it shall be shown to its satis- 
faction that one of the following reasons exists therefor, to-wit: 

Ist. That such child is taught at home by a competent in- 
structor m such branches ss are usually taught in the public 
schools. 

2nd. That such child has already acquired the branches of 
learning taught in the pubiic schools. 

9rd. That such parent, guardian or other person is not able 
by reason of poverty to properly clothe such child., 

4th. That such child is in such physical or mental condition 
(as declared by a competent physician, if required by the board) 
to render such attendance inexpedient or impracticable. 

5th. That there is no school taught the requisite length of 
time within two and one-half miles of the residence of such child 
by the nearest traveled read; provided, that no child shall be re- 
fused admission to any publie school on account of race or color. 

Sec. 2. Any parent, guardian or other person failing to com- 
ply with the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction be fined in a sum 
not less than five and not more than twenty-five dollars for such 
offense; said action skall be prosecuted in the name of the Terri- 
tory of Arizona, before any court of competent jurisdiction, and 
all fines so collected shall be paid into the county treasury and 
placed to the credit of the school fund of the district in which the 
offense occurs. 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the clerk of each school district, 


not later than twenty days after the commencement of each school ' 


term, to furnish a Deputy Sheriff, Constable, City Marshal or other 
Peace Officer with a list of names of all children between eight and 
fourteen years of age not in attendance at school; and any district 
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elerk failing to furnish such list within the time specified herein 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and hable to a, fine in any sum 
not to exceed ten dollars for each offense; and such fine when col- 
lected shall be paid into the county treasury and placed to the 
credit of the school fund of the district 1n which the offense occurs 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the said Sheriff, Constable, 
City Marshal or other Peace Officer of the precinct ın which said 
school district is located to inquire into all such cases of neglect 
of the duties prescribed 1n this Act and ascertain from the person 
neglecting the reason, if any therefor; and if there be no legal 
excuse shown shall forthwith proceed ‘to secure the prosecution i of 
any offense occurring under this Act; and any Deputy Sheriff, Con- 
stable, City Marshal or other Peace Officer neglecting to secure the 
prosecution of such offense, within ten days after receiving the list 
mentioned io Section 3, unless the person so complained of shall 
be excused by the Board of ‘Lrustees for the reasons herembefore 
stated, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to a fing 
in any sum not to exceed “fifty dollars; and such fine when. col- 
lected shall be paid into the county treasury and placed to the 
credit of the school fund of the district in which ue offense 
occurred. 

If upon the trial of any offense as charged i Section 4 
it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the court or judge 
trying the same that such’ prosecution was malicious, then the 
costs in sucl: case shall be zdjurlged against the complainant or per- 
son instituting such jnoeeedings and collected as fines in other 
cases.

Before filing such location certificate with the County Recorder 
of the proper County, the discoverex shall locate his lode claim by: 
First, sinking a discovery shaft upon the premises so claimed, te a 
depth of at least ten {eet from the lowest part of the rim of said 
shaft at the surface, and deeper 1" necessary, until there is showa 
by such work a lode deposit or mineral in place; Second, by post- 
ing at ihe point of disco ery on the surface, a plain sign, or notice 
substantially confornung tc the location certificate; Third, by 
marking such claim or piemises on the ground so that its bound- 
aries can be readily traced. ; 

Such surface boundaries sa'l be marked by eight’ substantial 
posts projecting at least three feet above the surface of the ground, 
or by substantial stone menurments at least three feet high, to-wit: 
Onn at each corner of said claim, and one at the center of each end 
and side line thereof. . 

Any open cut, adit or tennel, which shall be made as above pro- 
vided for, as a part of the location of a lode mining claim, and which 
ahall be equal in amount of work to a shaft ten feet deep ana four 
feet wide by six feet long, and which shall cut a lode or mineral 1n 
place at a depth of ten feet from the surface, shall be equivalent, 
as a discovery work, to a shaft sunk from the surface.

If at any time the locator of any mining claim heretofore or 
hereafter located, or his assigns, shall learn that his original cer- 
tificate waa defective, or that the requirements of the law had not

lis surface boundaries or of taking m any additional ground which 
is subject to location, or in case the original certificate was made 
prior to the passage of this law, and he shall be desirous of securing 
the benefits of this Act, such locator, or his assigns, may file an 
amended certificate of location subject to the provisions of this Act 
regarding the making of new locations.

Where it is practically nap ossihle on account of bed rock or 
precipitous ground to sink such posts, they may be placed in a pile 
of stones. Ard if for any reason it is impossible to erect and 
maintain a post or monument of stone at any angle of such claim, 
a wilness post or monument may be used, said witness monument to 
be placed as near the true corner as the nature of the ground will 
permit. When a mound of ston: is used it must be at least three 
feet in heiglit and four feet in diameter at the base. 


The locator of any placer claim shall, within sixty days after

capital steck of any such person, firm, corporation or association, 
used or employed therein, shall be exempted from taxation of 
every kind and nature whaisoever for the period of fifteen years 
after the completion thereof, upon the conditions hereinafter con- 
tained, provided, that this Act shall not apply to, nor the benefits 
thereof inure to any person, firmi, corporation or assotiation own- 
ing, constructing or operating any reservoir or reservoirs, canal 
or canals, unless the same shall be made adequate to store or im- 
poand, by the construction of substantial dams, flood and surface 
"ater, or Ly raising or developing water from the beneath the 
surface of the earth or stream bed by excavating or tunneling, or

The municipal authorities of any city or incor- 
porated town of this Territory having a population exceeding five 
thousand are authorized and empowered by a resolution duly 
passed by themsclves for that purpose, to levy and collect, as in 
other eases, annuallv, a tax not to exeeed one-half of one mill on 
the dollar, for the purpose of establishing and maintaining, in such 

city, free publie hlraries and reading rooms, and purchasing such 
hooks, journals and other publications and erecting such buildings 
as may be necessary therefor. 

Sec. 9. Any city or incorporated town may receive, hold or 
dispose of any and all gifts, donations and bequests that may be 
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made to such city or incorporated town, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing, increasing or improving any such pubhe library, and the 
ety or town council thereof may apply the use, profits, proceeds and 
rents accruing therefrom in such manner as will best promote the 
prosperity and utility of such library. 


Sec. 3. All money and revenue paid, collected or received by 
authority of anything herein contained, whether by taxation, gift. 
devise, bequest or otherwise. shall belong to and be known and des- 
ignated as the Library Fund, and shall be paid into the proper City 
Treasury, and there kept separate and apart from other funds, and 
be drawn therefrom as herein provided, but only to be used and 
applied to the purposes herem authorized. 


Sec 4 All property, real and personal, acquired by gift, de- 
vise, hequest or otherwise, under the provisions of or for any pur- 
pose authorized hy this Act, shall vest, be and remain in the proper ` 
city. and may be protected, defended and sued for by an action at 
law, or otherwise in the name of such city, as in other cases. 


Sec 5. The municipal authonties of any such city or incor- 
porated town entitled by this Act to the establishment of a publie 
library, may appoint five persons who shall be residents of the city 
where such library is established, as trustees of such library. 


Said trustees shall hold office for the same length of time as the 
municipal authorities unless sooner removed by death, resignation 
or vote of said municipal couneil for good cause. 


Sec. 6. The office of trustee of the hbrarv shall be honorary, 
without salary or compensation 

Sec. 7. The trustees of any hbrary or reading room established 
or acquired by authonty of this Act, shall take charge of the same 
and of all real or personal property thereunto belonging, or that 
mu be acquired bv loan, purchase, gift, devise or otherwise; they 
shalt meet for business purposes on the first Tuesday of each month, 
and at such other times as they shall appoint, at a place to be pro- 
vided for the purpose, and a magoritv of all their number shall con- 
stitnte a quorum for business They may elect from among them- 
selves a President and Secretary of the Board, and may elect a 
Iabrarian, who shall be a resident of the aty. 

The Secretary shall keep a full statement and account of all 
property, monev receipts and expenditures, and a record and full 
minantes in writing of all their proceedings.

See. 8 Such trustees, by a majority vote of all their members, 
to be recorded in the minutes with the ayes and noes at length, shall 
have the power: 

To make and efiforce all rules, regulations and by-laws nec- 
essary for the administration, government arid protection of such 
library and reading room, and all property belonging thereto, or 
may be loaned, devised, bequeathed or donated to the same, 

2. To exercise and administer any trust declared or created for 
such library or reading room. , 

3. To define the powers and describe the duties of any and all 
officers and elect all necessary subordinate officers and assistants, 
and at their pleasure remove any officer or assistant. . 

4. To purchase necessary books, journals, publications and 
other personal property. 


5 "lo order the drawing and payment, upon properly authen- 
ticated vouchers, duly certified by the President and Secretary, of 
money out of the library fund for any liability or expenditure here- 
in authorized; and generally to do all that may be necessary to fully 
carry into eifect the provisions of this Act. : 


¢. To fix the salary of the Librarian, which shall not exceed 
five handred dollars per annum, and by and with the consent and 
approval of the Common Council of the city, expressed by resolu- 
tion duly passed, to purchase such real estate and erect and equip 
such buildings as may be necessary for such library and reading 
roont. : 


Sec, 9. The orders and demands of the trustees of any such 
library or reading-room, when duly made and authenticated as 
above provided, shall be verified and audited by the auditing officer, 
and paid by the Treasurer of such city out of the library fund 
properly belonging thereto, of which full entry and record be kept. 
as in other cases, 


See. 10. The trustees of such library and reading-room, on or 
before the first Monday of July of each year, shall make an annual 
deport to the municipal authorities of their city or town, giving 
' the condition of their trust with full statement of all property and 
money reeived, whence derived, how used and expended; the num- 
ber of books, journals and other publications on hand; the number 
added by giti, purchase or otherwise during the year; the number 
lost or missing; the number and character of those loaned, and such 
other &talislies, information and suggestions as may bo of genera) 
interest. A financial report, showing all receipts and disburse- 
ments of money shall also be made by the Secretary of the Board 
of Trustees, duly verified by his oath.

Section 1 Upon the presentation to the Board of Supervisors 
of any first class County m this Territory at any regular meeting 
thereof of a petition signed by not less than ten persons, residents 
of said County, who are engaged in the production of honey in said 
County, asking for the appointment of a Foul Brood Inspector in 
that County, said Board of Supervisors shall appoint one’ person 
from among those recommended by the petitioners to act in that 
capacity. ‘The person so appointed shall serve for a term of two 
years unless ?enioved by the Board of Supervisors for cause, before 
the expiration cf that time. A 


Sec. 2. The Inspector shall when informed by any bee- 
keeper in wnting that he suspects the existence of foul brood in any 
apiary im the County, at once examine said apiary, and if tle dis- 
ease is found to exist therein, shall also inspect all other apiariee 
within two miles thereof. When foul brood is found by the in- 
spector, he shall destroy by burning, or see that they are so de- 
stroved Ly the owner; all colonies so diseased, including the hives 
and frames in which the diseased colony is located. Provided, 
that if the owner thinks that the colony or colonies condemned by 
the inspector are not diseased, a committee of investigation com- 
posed of honey producers shall be constituted as follows: viz., one 
to be chosen Ly the owner, one by the inspector and a third by these 
two. They shall examine the disputed cases, hear the inspector 
and owner, and shall then decide whether the said colony or col- 
onies are diseased or not, and their decision shall be final. 
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Sec. 3. If the owner of any apiary shall refuse to allow the in- 
spector to inspect his apiary, or shall refuse to allow him to destroy 
discased colomes as is required in Section 2 of this Act; or shall 
sell, barter or give uway any bees, honey or appliances after the 
disease has been found im his apiary until the inspector shall have 
given his permission he shall upon conviction thereof in any Jus- 
tice Court in the County be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50 09) 
nor more then one hundred dollars ($100:00) or imprisoned not Ice» 
than thirty days (80) nor more than sixty (60) days in the County 
Jail for each offence.

For the Preservation of the Public Health. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Arizona: 


Section 1. When any person residing or being in any County, 
City or Village within this Territory, shall be afflicted with small- 
pox, or any other contagious or infectious disease dangerous to the 
public health, it shall be the duty of every Constable, Justice of 
the Peace, Sheriff or Deputy Sheriff, when notified of such fact by 
' a legally practicing physician who will give to said officer a certi- 
ficate setting forth the condition of the person to be removed, to 
immediately cause said person to be removed to a separate house if 
where he or she may be, and any such officer may cause the persons 
in the neighborhood to be removed and may take such other meas- 
ures as auch officer may deem necessary for the safety of the inhabi- 
tants; and in either case, such officer shall provide for the person so 
afflicted as aforesaid and the necessary expense shall be a charge to 
the person or persons so taken care of, or against any other person 
who may be liable for such person's support, Provided, that in case 
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any persons who have any contagious disease may remain in their 
own premises by paying all expenses of a quarantine of the prem- 
ises where such patient is; but said quarantine must be under the 
direction of the officer having charge of the case and the legally 
practicing physician giving the certificate. Such officer shall also 
provide the necessary quarantine of the building or place where any 
it can be done without danger to his or their health, and if such 
person cannot be removed without danger to his or her health, 
such officer shall at once make provision for him or her in the house 
Act. And it shall be the duty of such officer as soon as practicable 
after he has taken charge of the person so afflicted as in this Act 
provided, to at once report to the Board of Supervisors of his 
County, if such person be without an incorporated Village or City,

For the Employment of Prisoners Lawfully Sentenced to Serve in 
the County Jails of This Territory. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of

Section 1. When any person shall be lawfully sentenced for a 
misdemeanor by any Distriet Court or Justice of the Peace to serve 
a certain number of days m any County Jail of this Territory, ii 
shall be competent for the Court awarding such sentence to incor- 
porate therein & provision that the person so sentenced shall be 
kept at hard labor during the term of such sentence, or for any 
specified portion thereof as may be adjudged by said Court. 


. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the keepers of said several jails 
within said Territory, when any such person shall be sentenced to 
hard labor therem, and any mode of labor shall be provided, to 
cause such prisoner to be kept constantly employed during every 
day, Sunday excepted, and when such prisoner is discharged, to 
report to the Board of Supervisors, of such labor, and in all such 
enses it shall be lawful for said custodian of such prisoner, with the 
consent of the Board of Supervisors of such County in which such 
jail may be situated, to provide labor for such prisoners, if they 
deem it expedient and profitable to do so, either inside of said jail, 
or outside of its limits. 


Sec. 3. The several.keepers of said jails shall respectively hava 


power, with the consent of the Board of Supervisors of sad County, 
from time to time to cause such of the prisoners under their charge 
as are capable of hard labor, to be employed on any of the public 
avenues, streets, highways or other works, where the same will nov 
conflict 1n any manner or form with free labor, in the County in 
which such prisoners shall be confined. 


In any case tried before a Justice of the Peace of any Precinct, 
and the party so tried and convicted for a petit offence and sentence 
given not to exceed thirty days within the jurisdiction of a Justice 
Court, and provided the party so convicted is in a Precinct having 
a sub-County Jail or Calaboose, it shall be lawful for such party so 
convicted to be employed upon the nghways, public roads or 
streets or avenues of the Precinct in which the offence was com- 
mitted. i 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the several road overseers of this 
Territory to receive and work prisoners sentenced to hard labor as 
heretofore provided and ordered to be employed by the Board ot 
Supervisors of his County, and said overseer is hereby made a 
special constable to regulate and control such prisoners so turned 
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over to him for the purposes of this Act, provided that such over 


seer shall not receive any additional compensation to that which .. 


he receives as road overseer when working such prisoners. 

Sec. 5. When any such prisoners shall be worked under and by 
authority of the preceding Section, he or they shall'be in the legal 
care and custody of said road overseer; and such road overseer shall 
well and securely keep him or them, and such prisoner or prisoners 
shall be subject to such regulations as the keepers legally charged 
with their custody shall from time to time prescribe. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any prisoner who shall be sentenced by any 
of the Courts aforesaid to pay a fine, and to be committed until 
paid, shall be employed at.hard labor pursuant to the foregoing 
provisions, he shall be allowed the sum of one dollar for each day's 
labor to be credited on such fine, and when he shall have earned the 
amount of such fine, he shall be discharged.

istering officer a receipt showing that he has paid a poll tax for the

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entitle him under the law to an exemption from the payment of a 
poll tax.

Filed a statement under oath, showing: First, the 
name and locality of the Company; Second, the amount of capital 
* stock; Third, the capital stock paid up; Fourth, the amount of its 
accumulations and assets and liabihties, Fifth, surplus as to policy 
holders. 

258. (Sec. 8) The statement referred to in Section 7 of this 
Chapter shall be renewed annually, 1n the month of March of each 
year. The first statement may be made at any time Upon filing 
such renewed statement, the agent shall also file therewith a state- 
ment under oath of the sum total of the premium receipts collected 


within this Territory for the period elapsing since the filing of the 
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previous statement, and shall cause such statement to be published

The Board of Supervisors of said County of Santa 
Cruz, as soon as the said indebtedness mentioned in the next pre- 
ceding Seetion shall be ascertained, shall meet at the County seat 
of said County, and for the purpose of paying, redeeming and re-

has remaimed or shall remain unclaimed for the period of six 
months, such keeper may proceed to sell the same at public auction, 
and out of the proceeds of such sale may retain the charges for 
storage if any. and the expenses of advertising and sale thereof; 
but no such sale shall be made until the expiration of four weeks 
from the first, publication of notice of such sale in a newspaper pub- 
hshed ın or nearest the city, town, village or place in which said 
hotel, mn, boarding or lodging house or warehouse is situated. 
Said notice shall be published once a week for four successive 
weeks in some newspaper, daily or weekly, of general circulation, 
and shall contain a description of each trunk, carpet bag, valise, 
bundle, box, furniture, merchandise or baggage, as near as may he, 
the name of the owner, 1f known, the name of such keeper, and the 
time and place of such sale; and the expenses incurred for advertis- 
ing shall be a lien upon such trunk, carpet bag, valise, box, bundle, 
furniture, merchandise or baggage in a ratable proportion, accord- 
ing to the value of such piece of property or thing or article sold; 
and 1n case any balance arising from such sale shall not be clarmed

Any person giving or selhng said drugs aforemen- 
tioned to any one known to be a habitual user of said drugs, except 
as described in Section 1, shall upon conviction of the same be 
fined 1n any sum not less than One Hundred nor more than Three 
Hundred dollars for each offense.

has been entered upon the minutes of the Board. Such deputy 
shall perform such duties as may be assigned to him by the Treas- 
uier and shall be paid for his services such compensation as may 
be deemed reasonable by the Board of Supervisors, the amount of 
which compensation shall be entered upon the minutes of said 
Board; provided, that such compensation shall not in any ease ex-

That Section eleven (11) of Act No. 57 of the 
Nineteenth Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Arizona, en- 
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titled, “An Act adding to the powers and privileges already vested 
by charter in Incorporated Cities,” approved March 18th, 1897. be 
amended by adding thereto the following: 


Provided, however, that the Common Council shall have the 
right and power to provide that such tax may be paid in equal an- 
nual installments not to exceed ten in number, the first installment 
to be payable on the day of said levy, and each subsequent install- 
ment annually thereafter until the entire tax is paid, Hach such 
installment shall bear interest from the date of levy until paid at 
such a rate per annum as the Common Council may prescribe, but 
in no event at a Jess rate than five per centum per annum. The in- 
terest on each installment shall be due and payable at the same 
time as the installment is due and payable and shall be a lien on 
the property assessed to the same extent as the tax so levied, and 
shall be deemed and considered as a part of the tax. 


The failure to pay any installment of said tax when the same is 
due and payable shall make the entire tax due and payable and 
proceedings shall be taken by the proper officers for the collection 
of the entire tax so levied and remaining unpaid, as is now or may 
hereafter be provided for the collection of dehnquent taxes or 
special assessments. 


Sec. 9. In the event the Common Council may elect to provide 
that such special assessment tax shall be paid in annual installments 
as above provided, then and ın such event the cost and expense of 
the improvement for which said special assessment was made may 
in the first instance be paid out of any funds on hand or out of 
moneys borrowed by the City for the purpose; and for the purpose 
of raising money to pay for such impiovement in the first mstance 
the Mayor and Common Council may issue bonds of the City in an 
amount not exceeding the expense and cost of such improvement, 
such bonds to bear interest at a rate not greater than the rate of in- 
terest provided for the deferred installments of such tax. All 
moneys realized from the special assessment tax aforesaid, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, shall be applied to the payment 
of the principal and interest on said bonds.

In Counties of the First Class, the Assessor shall receive an 
annual salary of Two Thousand dollars. 


In Counties of the Second Class the Assessor shall receive an 
annual salary of Twelve Hundred dollars. 
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In all other Counties of the Territory the County Assessor shall 
be appornted annually by the Board of Supervisors, who shall hold 
office for the term of one year from the first day of January for the 
year in which he is appointed. 

In Third Class Counties, the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Eight Hundred dollars per annum. 

In Fourth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Six Hundred dollars 

In Fifth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Five Hundred dollars per annum = 

In Sixth Class Counties the County Assessor shall receive as 
salary the sum of Five Hundred dollars per annum, all of which 
salaries shall be paid quarterly. 

In all Counties of the Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Classes, 
wherein one-twelfth of one per cent of the assessed valuation of the 
entire County, as equalized by the County Board of Supervisors sit-

gin of the record thereof or deliver to such person a sufficient deed

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of release of the mortgage or deed of trust; but it shall not in any 
ease be necessary for the trustee to join in such acknowledgement 
or satisfaction or in such deed of release; and provided further, that 
when any mortgage or deed of trust shall be satisfied by a deed of 
release, the Recorder shall note on the margin of the record of such 
deed of trust the book and page where such deed of release is 
recorded. In case satisfaction be acknowledged by an assignee, the 
note or notes secured shall be produced and cancelled in the pres- 
ence of the Recorder who shall enter that» fact on the margin of 
the record and attest ihe same with his official signature. If such 
note or notés have been lost or destroyed, the assignee shall before 
acknowledging satisfaction, make affidavit that he is the lawful 
owner thereof, that the same has been paid but cannot be produced. 
for the reason that it has been lost or destroyed as the case may be, 
which affidavit shall be entered on the face or margin of the record 
or be appended thereto. 


Sec. 2. If any such person, thus receiving satisfaction, do not 
within thirty days after request aad tender of cost, acknowledge 
satisfaction on the margin of the. record or deliver to the person 
making satisfaction, a sufficient deed of release, he shall forfeit to 
the party aggrieved ten per cent upon the amount of the mortgage 
or deed of trust money, absolutely, and any other damages he may 
be able to prove he has sustained to be receovered in any court of 
competent jurisdiction. 


Sec. 3. Any attorney-in-fact, to whom the money due on any 
mortgage or deed of trust is paid, shall have the power to execute 
said release as specified in Section 1 of this Act. Such acknowl- 
edgment of satisfaction thus made, or such deed or release, duly 
acknowledged and recorded. shall have the effect to release the 
mortgage or deed of trust, and bar all actions brought thereon, and 
revest in the mortgagor or person who executed the deed of trust, 
or his legal representatives, all title to the property contained in 
such mortgage or deed of trust. 


Sec. 4, T£ such property be redeemed by payment to the officer 
before the sales, such officer shall make a certificate thereof and 
acknowldge the same before some officer authorized to take ac- 
knowledgements of deeds for lands; and such certificate shall be 
recorded in the office in which the mortgage or deed of trust is re- 
corded, and ghall have the same effect as satisfaction entered on the 
margin of the record. 

Sec. 5. The executor or administrator of anv mortgagee or 
cestui que (rust or of the holder or owner of any indebtedness se- 
cured by any mortgage or deed of trust, shall, if said indebtedness 
shall have been paid to his decedent in his life time, upon request 
of the owner or owners of the property conveyed by said mortgage 
or deed of trust acknowledge satisfaction thereof on the margin of

See 6. If such executor or administrator upon satisfactory 
proof produced to him of the payment of such mdebtedness to his 
decedent, do not within thirty days after the request and tender of 
expenses acknowledge satisfaction on the margin of the record or 
deliver to the person owning the property a sufficient deed of 
release he shall personally forfeit to the party aggrieved ten per 
cent upon the amount of the mortgage or deed of trust money, ab- 
solutely, and. other damages said aggrieved party may be able to 
prove he has sustained, to be recovered in any court of competent 
jurisdiction.

"That Section 5 of said Act be amended so as to read as 
follows: When such ordinance under which said local improve- 
ment shall be ordered, shall provide that such improvement shall 
be made or paid for in whole or in part by special assessment or by 
special taxation of contiguous property, the same shall be levied, 
assessed and collected in the manner provided in thé Sections of 
this Act, providing for. the mode of making, levying, assessing and 
collecting special assessments.

file with the City Treasurer, and the City ‘Treasurer shall thereupon 
charge the amount specified in said receipt to the County Collector 
Upon the receipt of said delinquent list it shall be the duty of the 
County Collector to incorporate said list with the County delin- 
quent hist, noling m such list what property is delinquent for such 
special assessment by placing the words “City of .... ... Special 
Assessment” at the head of a separate column containing the said 
City delinquent special assessment; and he shall sell such dehu- 
quent City property at the same time and 1n the same manner, for 
such City delinquent special assessment, as real property 1s required 
to be sold by law for County and Territorial delinquent taxes, giving 
the same notice of sale as is now or may be required by iaw in 
regard to sales of real estate for delinquent County and Territorial 
taxes. The County Collector must collect in addition to the taxes 
due on such special assessment, such penalties, interest and costs 
as are provided by law to be collected on property delinquent for 
County and Territorial taxes. 

Sec 5. That Section 22 of said Act be amended so as to read 
as follows: 


The general revenue laws of this Terntory in reference to pro- 
ceedings for the collection of delinquent taxes on real property, the 
sale thereof, the execution of certificates of sale and deeds thereon, 
the force and effect of such deeds and sales; and all other laws in 
relation to the enforcement and collection of dehnquent taxes and 
redemption of tax sales, except as herein otherwise provided shall 
be applicable to proceedings to collect such special assessments 

Sec. 6. That Section 29 of said Act be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Any time after the same becomes due, it shall and may be law- 
fal for such City Collector, 1f so required by the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of said City, to commence suit in any Gourt of record, 
in the corporate name of such City against any person or persons 
for the total amount of special assessments for which such person 
or persons are hable as well as for the foréclosure of such special 
assessment tax hen. In such action such Collector may join as 
defendants all persons so hable for such City assessments who have 
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not paid the same, but no judgment can be ebtained and no fore- 
closure had against any defendant except for the special assessment 
so levied agamst him for his particular piece of property; such ac- 
tion or suits shall be commenced by complaint and shall state the 
several amounts of the special assessments sought to be recovered, 
the name of the person or persons owing the same and a description 
‘of the property upon which such special assessment is a lien, and 
give a general description of the warrant or warrants issued for the 
collection thereof. Upon the filing of the complaint a summons 
shall be issued and served and returned as in other suits in such 
Courts. Upon return of such summons duly served, the Court 
shall therewith proceed to a hearing of such complaint without for- 
mal pleadings and may render formal judgment for all or any part 
of such special assessment against the-person or persons respectively 
liable thereto, as the right and justice of the case may require, 
and may further decree a foreclosure and sale of the lands 
upon which such special assessment respectively are a lien; in the 
same manner as is now provided by law for the foreclosure and sale 
of liens or mortgages on real estate; and in such action said Court 
may render personal judgment against the persons respectively 
liable for such special assessments; upon which judgments execu- 
tions may issue as is now provided by law. The general laws of 
the Territory of Arizona im reference to the enforcement of judg- 
ments and executions, foreclosure sales, rights of redemption, issu- 
ance of Sheriff's certificates of sale and Sheriff's deed shall be ap- 
plieable to the proceedings under this Section, provided, however, 
that whenever any bonds are issued by the Common Council of any 
City, they must have been authorized by a vote of the people in 
accordance with Acts of Congress and the laws of the Territory of 
Arizona.

To Induce and Encourage the Construction of Rail- 
roads Within this Terntory. i 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Amizona: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of inducing and encouraging 
the construction of railroads, othe: than street and eleetne rail- 
roads, within this Teintory, the capital stock, franchise, night of 
way, superstructures, improvements, betterments, telegraph lines 
and all other real, personal and mixed property used or necessary 1n 
the construction and operation of railroads, to be conducted as 
common carriers of freight and passengers, other than street and 
electric railroads, hereafter constructed m accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act, and whether owned or operated by a person or 
persons, association or railway corporation, his their or its suç- 
cessors or assigns, be and the same is hereby declared to be exempt 
from any and all manner of taxation for and dunng the period of 
ten years from and after the date of the passage of this Act 

See 9. Within six months after the passage of this Act, any 
person or persons, association or railway corporation, shall file with 
the Secretary of the Terntory a statement in writing, therem set- ` 
ting forth the general course and the terminal points of the rail- 
road proposed to be constructed 

Sec 3 Within six months after the filing of the statement in 
writing, provided 1n Section 2 of this Act, the construction of such 
railroad shall, in good faith, be commenced, and continued at the 
rate of not less than twenty-five miles for each and every period of 
twelve months thereafter. 

Sec 4. On the commencement of the construction of such 
proposed railroad, the contractor, or owner thereof shall file with 
the Secretary of the Territory a written statement setting forth 
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the date and place of the commencement of the construction of said 
proposed railroad. 

See. 5. Within sixty days after the expiration of each of said 
periods of twelve months, the owner of such railroad shall file with- 
the Secretary of the Territory, a plat of the line of railroad con- > 
structed during the period of twelve months next preceding said 
sixty days. 

Sec. 6. If any railroad built under the provisions of this Act 
shall charge any higher rate of freight for carrying any of the 
products of this Territory from one point in the Territory to any 
other point in the Territory than is charged for a like service on the 
same kind of produets brought from some point outside of the 
Terntory, or shall fail to comply with any of the provisions of this 
Act, it shall forfeit all the rights of exemption from taxation herein 
provided for. 

See. 7. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

Lewis vs. the County of Pima, decided in the Supreme Court of the 
United States at its October, 1894, term; and, 


Whereas, Said bonds issued to said Arizona Narrow Gauge 
Railroad Company were never acquired by said County in good 
faith, and were never sold by it in good faith or for a valuable con- 
sideration, and none of the interest on said bonds had ever been 
paid by Pima Countv, and the validity of said bonds had never 
been acknowledged by said County, and, 


Whereas, The said Arizona Narrow Gauge Railroad was never 
built and never existed, and Pima County has never received any 
consideration whatever for the said so-called bonds, and the entire 
scheme of the said bond issue was a fraud without any element of 
merit or good faith, and — ,, 


Whereas, All the foregoing faets were and'are notorious, and 
within the knowledge of every one who has ever had any dealings 
with said bonds, and 


Wherens, It was by all the members of the Legislature passing 
said Memorial and by the Governor of Arizona at the time, and 
ly the then Delegate in Congress from Arizona, believed that all 
of said bonds so issued by Pima County to the Arizona Narrow 
Gauge Railroad Company were res adjudieate by the said decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, and that none of the 
said bonds could be thereafter validated, and ; 


Whereas, Said Memorial was intended to apply only to certain 
railway aid bonds of two other Counties in Arizona where the aided 
railwavs were actually constructed, and not to the said bonds so 
issued by Pima County, as to which none of the statements or rea- 
sons in said Memorial applied, and which bonds were then as now 
heheved to be without consideration, unjust, fraudulent and void. 

Therefore, We most strongly urge upon the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of America to pass such 
legisiation as will exclude from the provisions of the Act of Con- 
gress of June 6th, 1896, and from any and all other legislation by 
Congress the’ said bonds so issued by Pima County to the Arizona 
arrow Guage Railroad Company, so that neither said Act of 
June 6th. 1896, or any other Act will be construed so as to validate 
the said bonds issued by Pima County; and it is further 


Resolved, That our Delegate to Congress be and is hereby in- 
structed te use all proper means to bring this subject to the careful 
_ and immediate consideration of Congress, in order to secure, if pos- 
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sible, from Congress such legislation as is prayed for herein, and 
that the Secretary of the Territory be and he 1s hereby requested 
to transmit a copy of the foregoing Memorial to each House of 
Congress and to our Delegate in Congress. ;
